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164.  PRIEST'S    HOUSE,    MUCHELNEY,  SOMERSET. — "The 
National  Trust  for  Places  of  Historic  Interest  or  Natural  Beauty" 
has  undertaken  the  purchase  and  preservation  of  this  very  inter- 
esting Old  House,  the  ancient  residence  of  the  Vicars  of  Muchel- 
ney.     The  house  may  perhaps  date  from  the  i4th  century,  but  if 
so,  it  must  have  been  considerably  altered  in  the  i5th  century. 
The  illustrations  show  the  well-proportioned  doorway,  and  the 
handsome  window  of  the  central  hall,  as  well  as  a  general  view 
of  the  building,  and  will  make  it  clear  to  our  readers  how  well 
worthy  is  the  old  house  of  the  expenditure  of  the  small  sum  of 
^250  required  for  its  purchase  and  reparation,  which  will  pre- 
serve it  for  generations  to  come.

165.  OLD  CLEEVE,  SOMERSET. — The  following  is  a  sum- 
mary of  the  sale  of  Old  Cleeve,  in  West  Somerset,  in  the  year 
1794,  which  has  been  forwarded  to  us  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Heale,  Vicar 
of  Williton. 

SOMERSET  EDITOR. 

On  Friday,  Oct.  24,  1794,  there  was  offered  at  the  Luttrel 
Arms,  Dunster,  to  be  sold  by  '  Public  Survey,'  Freehold  and 
Leasehold  Estates  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Old  Cleeve,  Car- 
hampton,  St.  Decumans',  Stogumber,  Monksilver,  Nettlecombe 
and  Withiell  Florey,  at  that  time  the  property  of  Sir  James 
Langham,  Bart.,  of  Cottersbrooke,  Northampton,  who  married 
Juliana,  the  sister  and  heiress  of  her  brother  Thomas  Musgrove 
of  Nettlecombe  (who  died  Jan.  17,  1766,  at  the  age  of  25,  and 
whose  monument  was  erected  in  one  of  the  Chapels  of  Stogumber 
Church).  A  granddaughter  of  Sir  James  and  Lady  Langham  mar- 
ried a  Sanford  of  Nynehead  Court,  Somerset.  As  the  property  was 
extensive  and  now  belongs  to  various  owners,  it  may  be  of  in- 
terest if  a  few  extracts  are  given  from  the  particulars  of  the  pro- 
perties published  in  1794;  but  no  auctioneer's  name  is  men- 
tioned.

Cleeve  Abbey  and  Stout  Farms — the  buildings  consisted  of  a 
capital  mansion  house,  formerly  the  Abbey,  a  large  farm,  arched 
gateway  which  served  as  a  Cart  house,  grist  mills,  &c.,  &c., 
together  with  land  as  follows  (here  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
fields  and  acreage,  which  differs  from  modern  lists)  to  the  extent 
of  $68a.  2r.  2zp.  The  farm  was  let  to  Anthony  Starkey  on  lease 
which  expired  at  Michaelmas,  1800,  at  a  rent  of  ^367  173.  od. 

Nearly  the  whole  farm  was  free  of  Tithe.

168.  DlSMANTELING    OF    GLASTONBURY    ABBEY. — At    this 

time,  when  so  much  attention  is  drawn  by  recent  excavations  to 
the  Abbey  of  Glastonbury  and  its  Chapter  House,  it  will  be  of 
interest  to  call  attention  to  the  following  items  of  Purchase  made 
by  the  authorities  of  Wells  Cathedral  and  entered  in  the  accounts 
of  the  Custodian  of  the  Fabric,  Richard  Brampton,  for  the  year 
I549-I5SO. 

De  xliii8  iiija  solutis  cuidam  homini  de  Glaston  pro  vj  cente- 
nis  et  dimidia  veteris  plumbi,  pretio  centene  vjs  viijd-  Et  de  xlijs 
solutis  Champion  pro  vij  carucis  meremii  de  domo  Capitulari 
Glaston,  precio  cuiusque  caruce  vjs- 

In  that  year,  besides  236  Ibs.  of  old  lead  bought  at  ^d.  a 
pound  in  addition  to  that  from  Glastonbury,  3  tons  of  lead  were 
bought  for  £26  153.  228  Ibs.  for  133.  3d.,  56  Ibs.  of  solder  for 
£1  33.  4d.,  and  various  sorts  of  nails  including  600  of  lead  nails 
and  1200  of  board  nails  from  Bristol.  Also  a  case  of  Normandy 
glass  for  £ i  ios.,  and  another  larger  case  of  glass  for  £i  123. — 
the  carriage  for  each  being  is.  8d. 

It  seems  probable  that  we  may  soon  have  the  Fabric,  Es- 
cheator  and  Communar  Rolls  of  the  Cathedral  in  a  printed  form, 
far  more  fully  set  out  than  as  they  appeared  in  the  Wells  Hist. 
MSS.,  1885,  edited  by  the  Rev.  James  Bennett.

169.  THE  DESCENDANTS  OF  NICHOLAS  MARTYN  OF  ATHBL- 
HAMPSTON.  — 

Nicholas  Martin,  whose  wife  was  Margaret  Wadham,  died  24 
March,  1595-6,  leaving  four  daughters  as  co-heiresses.  Hutchins 
in  the  3rd  ed.  of  his  History,  vol.  2,  p.  582,  sets  out  the  pedigree 
of  the  family,  including  the  marriages  of  the  four  daughters,  viz. 
Elizabeth  married  to  Henry  Brune,  Jane  to  Henry  Tichborne, 
Frances  to  Thomas  White,  and  Anne  to  Anthony  Floyer.  With 
regard  to  the  marriage  of  the  second  daughter,  Jane,  I  have  a 
criticism  to  offer  on  Hutchins'  statement. 

No  will  of  Nicholas  Martin  was  proved,  but  we  have  an  even 
more  valuable  equivalent  in  his  Inquisition  post  mortem,  taken  at 
Shaston  on  19  May,  39  Elizabeth  (Chanc.  Ser.  II.  vol.  249. 
No.  76).  This  document  records  the  names  of  the  daughters  and 
their  respective  husbands,  all  of  whom  had  been  parties  to  a  deed 
of  33  Elizabeth  concerning  the  Martin  lands.  The  second 
daughter,  Jane,  is  stated  to  be  the  wife  of  Tristram  Dyllyngton, 
and  the  name  Tichborne  appears  neither  in  the  findings  of  the 
jury  nor  in  the  deed  recited  in  the  Inquisition. 
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Corroboration  is  afforded  by  two  Feet  of  Fines ;  one  in 
Hilary,  33  Eliz.,  in  which  Nicholas,  his  daughters  and  sons-in- 
law  were  deforciants,  among  them  being  Tristram  Dyllyngton 
and  Jane  his  wife;  the  other  occurs  in  Mich.,  33  and  34  Eliz., 
when  Tristram  and  Jane  were  deforciants  of  a  fourth  part  of  the 
Athelhampton  and  other  estates. 

Turning  to  the  history  of  the  Dillingtons  of  Knighton  George, 
I  find  it  stated  in  Berry's  Hampshire  Genealogies  that  Tristram 
married,  as  his  second  wife,  Jane,  dau.  of  Nicholas  Martin,  and 
by  her  had  issue  Robert,  Barbara  and  Anne.  Their  arms,  dating 
from  a  grant  of  1509,  are  given  as  Gules,  a  lion  salient,  or.  On 
the  other  hand,  the  same  volume  of  genealogies  includes  the 
descent  of  the  Tichborne  family,  but  there  is  no  reference  to 
Henry  having  married  Jane  Martin  ;  there  is,  however,  an  earlier 
marriage  between  other  members  of  the  two  families. 

Hutchins  does  not  quote  any  authority  for  the  alleged  mar- 
riage, and  the  earliest  appearance  of  the  statement  in  print  is  in 
Coker's  Survey,  1732,  where  it  is  said,  with  much  brevity,  that 
the  four  daughters  married  "Bruen,  Floyre,  White  and  Tichborn." 
Perhaps  Coker  had  seen  and  copied  the  manuscript  now  known 
as  the  "Addenda  to  the  Visitation  of  Dorset,  1623"  (printed 
1 888),  which  adds  to  the  confusion  by  assigning  Tichborne  to  one 
of  the  other  daughters,  viz.  Anne.  Indeed  this  MS.  mixes  up  the 
wives  and  husbands  indiscriminately  and  each  marriage  is  incor- 
rectly set  out,  quite  apart  from  the  question  of  whether  Henry 
Tichborne  was  or  was  not  the  husband  of  Jane. 

It  is  of  course  possible,  but  highly  improbable  in  the  light  of 
the  other  facts,  that  Jane  Dillington  married  Tichborne  as  her 
second  husband,  but  even  if  that  were  so  it  might  still  be  desir- 
able to  note  in  these  pages  the  marriage  derived  from  the  Chan- 
cery Inquisition  above  mentioned,  in  anticipation  of  the  day 
when  the  genealogical  volume  of  the  Victoria  History  of  Dorset 
makes  a  somewhat  tardy  appearance.

170.  ST.  ERASMUS. — In  the  Notes  that  have  appeared  above 
(I.  19,  59,  94;  II.  307;  IV.  86.  219;  VI.  43;  VIII.  229;  X. 
1 14)  variants  of  this  Saint's  name  have  been  given  as  Grasinus 
and  Rasinus  (IV.  219). 

Bradshaw,  however,  gives  no  less  than  64  different  forms  of 
the  name,  33  in  English  and  31  in  Latin,  all  recorded  in  the 
Churchwardens'  Accounts  of  Trinity  Church,  Cambridge,  between 
the  years  1504  and  1530.  (Collected  Papers  (1889)  p.  352).  They 
range  from  Thressymos  to  Jherane  and  from  Herazame  to  Eras- 
simus. 

A  great  devotion  to  St.  Erasmus  was  developed  towards  the 
end  of  the  15th  cent.  (Ibid.  p.  351)  and  there  was  probably  an 
altar  to  him  in  this  church. 
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The  small  chapel  at  the  entrance  to  the  Chapel  of  St.  John 
the  Baptist  in  Westminster  Abbey  was  dedicated  to  St.  Erasmus  ; 
"probably  in  compensation  for"  the  chapel  of  the  same  name 
that  was  swept  away  when  Henry  the  Seventh's  Chapel  was  built 
in  1503,  (Stanley's  Memorials  of  Westminster}. 

There  appears  also  to  have  been  a  virgin  St  Erasma  whose 
relics  are  mentioned  as  being  in  existence  at  Grado  in  the  6th 
Cent.  (J.  H.  Jackson,  The  Shores  of  the  Adriatic  (Austrian  Side} 
pp.  48,50.) 

The  name  St.  Elmo,  who  it  has  been  suggested  is  identical 
with  St.  Erasmus,  is  to  be  found  in  Malta.  On  the  extreme 
point  of  the  tongue  of  land  upon  which  Valetta  is  built,  a  fort 
bears  his  name.  On  a  map  published  in  Paris  in  1694  the  fort  is 
marked  Chateau  St.  Elme. 

The  equation  of  St.  Erasmus  with  St.  Nectan  (IV.  86  ;  X.  1 14 
above)  would  seem  to  lead  into  a  different  channel.

171.  GLASTONBURY    ABBEY    TILES. — In  the   Museum  at 
Brighton,  Sussex,  are  three  tiles  and  two  fragments,  said  to  be 
from  Glastonbury  Abbey. 

They  are  red  and  unglazed.  and  the  design,  in  white,  on  them 
may  be  described  thus  : — Within  a  circle  occupying  nearly  the 
entire  surface — the  corner  spandrels  containing  a  conventional 
floreated  device — are  two  birds  back  to  back,  their  heads  turned 
towards  a  spray  of  a  flowering  shrub  which  stands  up  between 
them  and  at  which  they  are  plucking  with  their  beaks.

172.  MONASTIC  LIBRARIES. — At  page  123  of  "Seals"  Dr. 
Birch  mentions  that  the   books  of  the  Library  of  Malmesbury 
Abbey,  Wiltshire,   were  carted  away  at  the  Dissolution  by  the 
Glovers  and  Leathersellers  of  Bradford-on-Avon  to  be  scoured 
down  for  secular  purposes.    Is  this  what  happened  to  some  of  the 
books  of  the  Somerset  and  Dorset  Monasteries  ? 

Hinton  Charterhouse  lies  not  far  from  Bradford,  and  Witham 
is  no  great  distance  away.  Were  some  of  their  books  so  treated,  or 
were  they,  by  a  fate  still  more  perverse,  "  scoured  down  "  in  their 
own  Tan  yards  ?  Both  Houses  had  Tanneries,  and  perhaps  the 
works  still  carried  on  in  recent  years  at  Freshford  occupy  the 
same  site  as  the  Hinton  Monastic  Tan  yards.

173.  REV.   RICHARD  DERBY,  MINISTER   OF   POOI.E  AND 
VICAR  OF  HILTON,  DORSET  (XII.  212) — We  have  been  favoured 
with  the  following  notes  on  the  Derby  family,  by  Mr.  G.  S.  Fry, 
derived  from  wills  in  the  P.  C.  C..  to  which  we  have  added  some 
few  dates  from  the  Sherborne  Parish  Register. 
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WILLIAM  DERBY,  page  214,  of  Wimborne  Minster,  clerk, 
buried  there  igth  October,  1752,  mentions  the  three  following 
children  in  his  will  dated  z6th  April,  1752,  and  proved  5th  March, 
1753,  (76  Searle),  viz.  JOHN  DERBY,  clerk,  ELIZABETH  DERBY, 
and  CAROLINE  (DERBY)  the  wife  of Smith. 

JOHN  DERBY,  of  Sherborne,  mercer,  [buried  at  Sherborneas 
"John  Derbie  uxoratus,  gent.,"  6th  May,  1713,]  made  his  will 
3<5th  August,  1712,  proved  i7thjune,  1713,  by  his  kinsman,  Ben- 
jamin Derby  ( 1 28  Leeds),  and  mentions  his  cousin,  Henry  Derbie, 
of  Templecombe,  His  wife  MARY  was  buried  at  Sherborne, 
1 2th  December,  1717,  as  "  Mrs.  Mary  Derby,  widow." 

BENJAMIN  DERBIE,  the  elder,  of  Wimborne  Minster,  will 
dated  i2th  October,  1702,  proved  I2th  February,  1702-3,  (25 
Degg)  married  Joan  ,  will  dated  gth  October,  1703,  proved 

26th  August,  1712,  (152  Barnes),  and  had  issue 

ELIZABETH  DERBY,  married  to  William  Gerard,  and  had 
issue. 

JOAN  DERBY,  married  to  Samuel  White  ;  and 
BENJAMIN  DERBY,  of  Sherborne,  mercer,  died  at  Sherborne, 
5th  January,  1757,  aged  71,  M.I.,  and  buried  there  i  ith  January, 
1757,  as  Benjamin  Derby,  Esquire.  Will  dated  i3th  December, 
1755,  proved  22nd  January,  1757  (10  Herring).  He  had  issue  by 
Sarah,  his  wife,  who  died  i4th  September,  and  was  buried  at  Sher- 
borne 1 6th  September,  1742,  M.I. — 

JOHN  DERBIE,  of  Sherborne,  buried  there  as  John  Derby, 
Esquire,  8th  January,  1767.  Will  dated  3Oth  December, 
1766,  proved  8th  January,  1767  (8  Legard). 

BENJAMIN  DERBIE,  buried  at  Sherborne  2  ist  October, 
1715,  as  son  of  Benjamin  Derbie,  Esquire,  and  Sarah,  his 
wife.  Died  i4th  October.  M.I. 

BENJAMIN  DERBIE,  died  gth  April,  1740,  aged  22,  M.I., 
and  buried  at  Sherborne  as  son  of  Benjamin  and  Sarah 
Derbie,  :8th  April,  1740. 

HENRY  DERBIE,  died  i3th  August,  1718,  M.I. 
SARAH  DERBIE,  buried  at  Sherborne  as  "  Mrs.  Sarah 
Lambert,  widow,"  25th  October,  1786,  the  wife  of  [Thomas] 
Lambert,  who  was  probably  the  Thomas  Lambert,  Esquire, 
buried  at  Sherborne  24th  June,  1748.  Two  children  of  Mr. 
Thomas  and  Sarah  Lambert  were  baptised  at  Sherborne,  viz., 
Grace  26th  February,  1734-5,  and  Thomas,  24th  August, 
1736.  Thomas  Lambert's  will,  dated  28th  October,  1742, 
proved  26th  August,  1748,  (247  Strahan,  P.C.C.)  gives  little 
information.  The  will  of  his  mother,  Grace  Lambert,  was 
proved  1753  (145  Searle). 

REBEKAH  DERBIE,  died  4th  April,  1707,  M,I. 
REBECCA  DERBIE,  buried  at  Sherborne  as  "  Mrs.  Re- 
becca Derby,  spinster,"  ist  March,  1784. 
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REBECCA  DERBIE,  mentioned  in  her  father's  will  as 
married  to  — .  Darckes  ? 

ELIZABETH  DERBIE,  buried  at  Sherborne  as  "Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Derby,"  2oth  March,  1761.  Will  dated  3rd  May,  1760, 
proved  i4th  April,  1761  (126  Cheslyn). 

LOVE  DERBIE,  buried  at  Sherborne  as  "  Mrs.  Love 
Derby,  spinster,"  sth  December,  1786. 

[Some  Derby  entries  occur  in  the  Sherborne  Register  at  a 
much  earlier  date,  viz.

Wilts, 
1605-1631,  succeeding  another  John  Kinge,  also  Rector  of  Stour- 
ton, who  was  a  kinsman  (see  below) ;  Rector  of  Islip,  Co.  Oxon, 
1632  ;  sinecure  Rector  of  Whitford,  Flints,  1608  (this  doubtful)  ;* 
Canon  of  Westminster  1613;  Canon  of  Windsor,  installed  23rd 
November,  1615,  until  his  death  7th  August,  1638.  (See  Fos- 
ter's Alumni  Oxon. ;  Lansdowne  MSS.  984,  fo.  275,  Foster's 
Index  Eccl.  and  O.  H.  S.  IV.,  276). 

He  left  a  will,  dated  27th  July,  1638,  which  states  he  is 
"John  King,  clerk  and  rector  of  Islip  in  the  County  of  Oxon, 
Director  of  Divinity,  the  unprofitable  servant  of  God,"  etc.,  etc. ;

"  because  I  have  already  passed  over  my  lease  of  my  Manor  of 
Westbury  (Co.  Wilts)  to  my  son  John,  I  do  further  bequeath 
him  all  such  rents  and  sums  of  money  as  are  due  me  from  Nicho- 
las Amilles  or  his  brother  John  Amilles  for  rent  unpaid  and 
charges  at  law  which  they  put  me  under  and  undertook  to  bear  ; 
also  all  my  phisick  books  and  ^10  for  payment  of  his  debt  to  my 
cousen  Doctor  John  King  ;  I  give  to  my  daughter-in-law  Judith 
King  zosh.  ;  to  my  grandson,  her  child,  newly  born,  zosh.  ;  to 
my  son  in  law,  Mr.  Nathaniel  Field,  a  piece  of  plate  of  £10,  and 
my  watch  ;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  foresaid  legacies  I  will 
that  my  plate,  books  and  household  stuff  be  sold  by  sons  Richard 
and  Nicholas  King,  whom  I  appoint  executors.  And  in  case 
either  or  both  of  my  said  sons  be  out  of  England  at  the  time  of 
my  decease,  then  I  appoint  my  son-in-law  Mr.  Nathaniel  Field 
and  my  brother  Mr.  George  Foxcroft  executors  in  trust.  I  give 
to  George  Taylor,  to  assist  my  two  sons,  4osh.

In  St.  George's  Chapel,  Windsor  Castle,  is  a  stone  bearing 
the  inscription  :  — 

"Here  under  lyeth  the  body  of  John  King,  sometime  fellow 
of  Merton  College  in  Oxford,  Doctor  of  Divinity  and  Canon  of 
this  Church,  who  departed  this  life  in  the  Christian  Faith  the  yth 
of  August  Anno  Domino  1638."  (Ashmole's  History  of  Berks 


There  are  also  slabs  near  the  stone  of  Bishop  Oliver  King  in 
St.  George's  Chapel  as  follows  :  —

"  Upham,  parish  of  Albourne,  Co.  Wilts,  esquire,"  as  follows  :  —

ments set  out  for  life  to  tenants,  William  Gilbert,  Stephen  Gard- 
ner, Thomas  Hunt,  Henry  Gardiner,  Richard  Cooke,  Thomas 
Gardner,  Thomas  Skeate,  William  Gerry,  John  Ponton,  Richard 
Goddard,  Edmund  Jones,  senior,  and  Frances  Chandler ;  all  of 
which  excepted  lands  and  tenements  I  leave  to  my  eldest  son 
Richard,  to  whom  my  wife  shall  pay  yearly  ^38-5-4.  To  my 
wife  all  stuff  in  mansion  house  and  all  plate ;  after  her  death, 
pair  of  silver  flagons  to  daughter  Katherin  King  and  silver  can- 
dlestick to  son  Edward ;  to  wife  coach  and  chariot,  pair  of  best 
horses  and  £i$o,  she  to  maintain  children  Edward  and  Kathe- 
rine  during  their  minority  ;  after  decease  of  my  wife  all  lands  to 
her  bequeathed  to  son  Richard  and  his  heirs,  charged  with 
^2000  to  be  paid  as  follows: — To  son  Edward  £100;  to 
daughter  Katherine  _^iooo  at  21.  If  daughter  Katherine  die 
before  21,  then  ^500  of  her  portion  to  be  divided  among  his 
children  James,  John,  Thomas  and  Elizabeth ;  to  son  Richard 
lease  of  house  in  London  and  eight  parts  of  ship  called  The 
Crown  ;  he  to  give  a  release  of  all  gifts  bequeathed  to  him  by  his 
uncle  Mr.  Nicholas  King,  deceased  ;  As  for  son  Nicholas  King  and 
daughter  Martha,  now  wife  of  Mr.  Thomas  Jenney,  to  each  £10, 
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having  already  given  them  considerable  portions ;  to  daughter 
Elizabeth  my  little  Spanish  tortoise-shell  cabinet ;  my  copy 
called  Mores  Wood,  my  farm  called  Hales  Court,  in  Ramsbury, 
Co.  Wilts,  all  my  other  parts  of  ships  and  all  my  merchandise  at 
London  and  Upham  to  be  sold;  the  legacy  given  by  Mr.  Edward 
Adams,  late  of  London,  deceased,  to  be  paid  to  Alexander  Hat- 
chet the  younger,  after  death  of  my  Aunt  Mr.  Susanna  Feme ; 
the  meadow  and  mill  in  the  tenure  of  Daniel  Helliar  alias  Pinock 
shall  be  sold ;  to  the  pen-man  hereof  4osh.  ;  rest  of  estate  to 
sons  James,  John  and  Thomas  King,  and  to  daughter  Elizabeth, 
equally  at  full  age.  Wife  Mary  and  eldest  son  Richard  King 
executors,  and  my  brother  Capt.  Thomas  Goddard.  my  brother 
Mr.  Richard  March,  my  brother  Stephen  Ewer,  of  Punsborne, 
gent.,  my  brother  Dr.  Christopher  Woodhouse,  aud  my  brother 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Sheafe,  to  be  overseers."

Proved  2yth  May,  1668  (P.  C.C.  Herne  67)  by  Richard  King, 
one  of  the  executors,  with  power  reserved  to  Mary  King,  the 
relict. 

Codicil  dated  15-16  May,  1668,  provides  £$z  yearly  to 
daughter  Betty  King  until  she  marries  or  becomes  21. 

Proved  20  October,  1668  (P.  C.  C.  Herne  127). 

On  i zth  April,  1678,  commission  to  Thomas  King,  John 
King  and  Elizabeth  King  alias  Luffe,  wife  of  Thomas  Luffe,  chil- 
dren of  aforesaid  Richard  King,  deceased. 

Nicholas  King  (Rev.  John)  was  a  merchant,  and  died  at 
Sevilla,  Spain, — the  Adminstration,  with  Will  annexed  (P.  C.  C. 
Fairfax  123)  being  made  at  Seville,  August  24,  1649,  to  brother 
Richard  King,  merchant,  during  the  absence  of  Edward  Bennett 
and  Josias  Godard. 

The  will,  a  most  interesting  document  written  in  Spanish,  is 
dated  both  the  8th  and  the  i6th  March,  1649. 

"  Nicholas  Kinge,  Englishman,  borne  in  the  Towne  of  Stour- 
ton,  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  in  the  Realm  of  England,  lawful  son 
of  John  Kinge  and  Elizabeth  Foxcroft,  his  wife,"  etc.,  etc. ;  to 
brother  John  King  resident  in  England  1000  pieces  of  eight ;  to 
sister  Rachell,  wife  of  Nathaniel  Field,  500  pieces  of  eight;  to 
Richard  King,  dwelling  in  London,  1000  pieces  of  eight;  to 
Nicholas  King,  his  nephew,  son  of  his  said  brother  Richard,  and 
his  godson,  2500  pieces  of  eight ;  to  another  of  his  nephews,  who 
is  verie  young,  son  of  the  said  Richard,  his  brother,  whose  name 
he  knoweth  not  because  he  was  born  since  the  said  Nicholas 
King  came  into  Spain,  1000  pieces  of  eight ;  to  John  Field,  son 
of  Nathaniel  Field  and  Rachell  his  (testator's)  sister  1000  pieces 
of  eight ;  to  Rachell  and  Elizabeth  Field  his  nieces  1000  pieces 
of  eight  each  ;  "  to  his  aunt  (he  doth  not  know  her  name)  wife  of 
Richard  Blackwell  500  pieces  of  eight " ;  to  Edward  Bennett 
and  Josias  Godard  "  who  are  in  his  house  and  residents  of  this 
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City  (Seville)  1000  pieces  of  eight  each";  to  Richard  Godard 
500  pieces  of  eight ;  to  poor  of  Stourton  500  pieces  of  eight ;  to 
Christopher  Boone,  English  merchant,  dwelling  in  this  City  200 
pieces  of  eight.

183.  COMBE  FAMILY  OF  WILTS  AND  SOMERSET. — Informa- 
tion would  be  gladly  received   about  the  Combes  of  Wilts  and 
Somerset,  beginning   from   Simon   and    Richard  de  Combe  of 
Fittleton  and  Compton,  Wilts,  in  ijth  century  and  traced  about 
there  to  isth  century.     In  i6th  century  the  name  appears  atTis- 
bury  and  the  neighbourhood.     John  Combe  of  Place  House, 
Tisbury,  in   1600  mentions  Fontmell,  Dorset,  in  his  Will.     His 
brother  Edward,  of  Tisbury,  and  Norton  Ferris  Manor,  Kilming- 
ton,  appears  in  the  Visitation  of  Somerset  in   1623.     Hutchins' 
Dorset,  Hoare's  Wilts,  Phelps'  Somerset,  Visitations,  Wills,  Inq. 
P.  M.  and  the  Tisbury  Register,  etc..  have  been  seen.

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184.  HOLY  TRINITY,  DORCHESTER. —  Hutchins  in  his  His- 
tory of  Dorset,  2nd  Ed.,  Vol.  II,  page  48,  says :  "  The  Church 
stands  at  the  lower  end  of  West  Street,  not  far  from  St.  Peter's.    It 
is  not  very  large  nor  ancient  fabric  consisting  of  a  body  supported 
by  five  arches  on  each  side,  and  a  south  aisle  of  equal  length  and 
height.     The  chancel  is  divided  from  the  body  only  by  rails  and 
stands  in  the  middle  of  the  body  and  aisle.     The  tower,  contain- 
ing five  bells,  is  adorned  with  battlements  and  pinnacles,  but  is 
low  and  probably  not  raised  since  the  fire  in  1613,  in  which  the 
church  is  thought  to  have  been  consumed." 

In  the  view  of  the  town  of  Dorchester  given  in  this  work,  the 
church  of  Holy  Trinity  may  be  seen  standing  almost  in  front  of 
St.  Peter's.  In  1823  this  church  was  pulled  down  and  another 
erected. — Can  anyone  inform  me  where  a  drawing  or  print  of  the 
Old  Trinity  Church  can  be  seen  ?  I  recollect  years  ago  that 
the  late  Mr.  Moule  showed  me  a  sepia  drawing  in  a  scrap-book 
in  his  possession,  but  whether  this  was  done  from  an  existing 
picture  or  drawn  from  imagination  I  do  not  know.

187.  THE  THIRD  INTERIM  REPORT  ON  THE  EXCAVA- 
TIONS AT  MAUMBURY  RINGS.  Dorchester.  1910.  By  Harold 
St.  George  Gray.  (Chronicle  Office,  Dorchester.)  Illustrated. 

Pp.  38- 

The  Third  Interim  Report  on  these  important  Excavations 
is  quite  up  to  the  very  high  level  of  completeness  shewn  in  its 
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predecessors.  It  is  a  record  of  work  carefully  planned,  carried 
out,  and  reported. 

Four  full-page  illustrations  are  given,  one  being  a  very  use- 
ful sketch  plan  to  scale  of  the  cuttings  made  from  the  com- 
mencement of  the  work,  each  section  being  dated,  and  the  others 
photographs  by  the  author  of  the  main  cuttings  of  the  year. 
There  are  also  line  illustrations,  in  the  text,  of  the  skeletons  and 
articles  of  note  found. 

The  work  reported  on  is  mostly  in  sequeoce  with  that  of 
former  years,  but  several  new  and  important  features  of  the  struc- 
ture of  the  amphitheatre  have  been  disclosed.  The  protecting 
hoarding  and  inner  barrier  have  been  traced  by  the  post-holes 
and  occasional  remains  of  wood  and  nails  still  in  the  cavities, 
and  there  can  be  no  doubt  now  that  these  two  timber  structures 
were  continuous  around  the  whole  arena,  though  with  possible 
variations  in  line  and  arrangement,  of  which  some  traces  seem  to 
be  indicated,  and  remain  to  be  proved. 

It  has  always  seemed  probable  that  the  rise  midway  on 
either  side  of  the  terrace  which  was  proved  to  be  of  quite  late 
date  by  the  first  year's  work,  might  be  due  to  some  underlying 
structural  feature  of  the  Roman  work,  and  the  second  large 
cutting  of  the  past  season  was  made  through  the  elevation  of  the 
terrace  on  the  west  bank  accordingly.  Incidentally  the  date  of 
this  terrace  was  proved  by  the  finding  on  the  Roman  turf  line, 
below  the  late  accumulation,  a  groat  of  Elizabeth,  dated  1564. 
The  Roman  work  disclosed  in  the  removal  of  the  Elizabethan 
terrace  is  a  recess  in  the  solid  chalk  wall  somewhat  similar  to 
that  discovered  at  the  southern  extremity  of  the  arena.  Its  full 
significance,  however,  cannot  be  fully  explained  without  further 
exploration  to  right  and  left,  but  it  is  evidently  of  importance, 
and  is  in  a  central  position  where  seating  arrangements  for 
notables  might  be  expected.  There  would  seem  to  have  been 
here  some  special  arrangement  of  the  timbering,  and  the  chalk 
wall  is  hewn  carefully,  and  with  some  special  purpose,  into  reces- 
ses, which  may  be  duplicated.  It  will  be  of  great  interest  to  dis- 
cover whether  any  similar  recess  is  responsible  for  the  symme- 
trical rise  in  the  terrace  across  the  arena,  which  has  not  yet  been 
touched. 

In  this  recess,  and  between  it  and  the  main  entrance,  were 
found  more  prehistoric  flint  pits,  that  furthest  north  being  very 
large,  and  so  close  to  the  Roman  wall  that  it  is  evident  that 
special  timbering  was  needed  to  carry  the  arena  hoarding  and 
barrier  across  its  looser  filling.  The  holes  for  the  extremities  of 
strengthening  timbers  are  evident  in  the  bank  to  the  left  shewn 
in  Plate  III.,  the  surface  of  the  filled-in  pit  being  in  the  fore- 
ground. This  shaft  was  only  excavated  enough  to  prove  its 
position  and  size,  but  the  smaller  shaft,  almost  in  the  recess, 
shewn  in  Plate  IV.,  was  cleared  out  with  most  interesting  results. 
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In  addition  to  half  a  dozen  fine  staghorn  picks,  at  the  bottom  of 
the  well-made  shaft  was  lying  a  shard  of  fair  size  of  pottery  of 
undoubted  Neolithic  type.  This  shaft  was  about  20  feet  in  depth 
from  the  arena,  and  had,  like  the  others,  been  carefully  rammed 
to  a  surface  level  with  the  Roman  hewn  floor. 

A  few  fragments  of  human  bone  have  been  from  time  to  time 
found  in  the  progress  of  the  work,  but  this  season  was  marked 
by  the  unexpected  discovery  of  four  skeletons.  Two  of  these,  of 
which  sketches  are  given,  were  careful  burials  of  the  contracted 
type  situated  actually  in  the  main  entrance,  one  being  very 
slightly  sunk  into  a  hewn  recess  in  the  level  Roman  roadway,  and 
the  other  placed  some  six  inches  above  that  level.  These  inter- 
ments are  evidently  therefore  post-Roman  British,  and  prove 
conclusively  that,  as  already  ascertained,  the  amphitheatre  was 
deserted  entirely  after  the  departure  of  the  Romans.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  other  two  skeletons  accentuates  the  impression  that 
the  place  was  shunned  for  generations.  They  are  the  remains  of 
tall  and  powerful  men,  whose  bodies,  in  so  close  contact  that  the 
limbs  were  crossed,  lay  unburied  until  the  growth  of  turf  had 
covered  them.  The  skull  of  one  was  missing,  but  is  no  doubt 
accounted  for  by  the  remains  of  a  cranium  found  scattered  below 
the  position  on  the  edge  of  the  Roman  hewn  wall  at  the  foot  of 
the  slope  of  the  vallum  above,  where  they  had  been  held  by  a 
depression  caused  by  the  decay  of  a  cross  timber,  shewn  in  Plate 
III.  Of  these  skeletons  it  can  only  be  said  that  they  are  of  early 
date,  as  they  lay  on  the  Roman  turf  level  or  in  it.  How  they 
came  there  is  a  matter  of  speculation,  and  they  may  be  the  relics 
of  some  forgotten  fight,  or  the  remains  of  criminals. 

The  minor  relics  found  are  of  the  usual  Roman  type,  one 
fibula  being  noticeable  as  of  La  Tene  type,  and  a  tinned  bronze 
coin  of  Tacitus,  as  an  unusually  good  specimen.  The  illustrations 
of  these  smaller  finds  are  by  Mr.  Sprankling,  and  very  good. 

The  work  recorded  is  full  of  promise  for  future  develop- 
ments. The  eastward  side  of  the  arena  still  remains  practically 
unexplored,  and  the  structural  problems  to  be  solved  are  most 
interesting.  There  seem  no  valid  grounds  for  supposing  that 
the  great  vallum  itself  is  of  other  than  Roman  work,  and  mostly 
composed  of  the  vast  quantity  of  material  which  was  removed  in 
levelling  the  floor,  but  a  cutting  through  it  is  needed  to  prove 
conclusively  whether  it  might  cover  some  earlier,  similar,  struc- 
ture whose  existence,  if  only  as  a  protecting  earthwork  round  the 
flint  pits,  may  have  prompted  the  Roman  choice  of  the  position. 

For  various  reasons  the  work  will  be  suspended  for  the  year 
1911,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  taken  up  again  in  the  year 
following.  The  present  Report  is  in  itself  a  proof  that  the  Ex- 
ploration should  not  be  left  uncompleted,  and  that  no  single 
discovery,  however  apparently  unimportant,  is  allowed  to  pass 
unrecorded.

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188.  INDEX  TO  ABBOT  MONINGTON'S  "  SECRETUM.'' — 
The  MS.  Wood  empt.  I.  is  one  of  the  most  valuable 
possessions  of  the  Bodleian  Library.  It  is  a  large  thick  folio  and 
contains  (a)  the  "  Secretum  "  of  Walter  de  Monington,  Abbot 
(1341-74),  a  list  of  Charters,  &c.,  relating  to  Glastonbury,  so 
called,  it  is  supposed,  because  it  was  for  the  Abbot's  own  private 
use,  and  (b)  a  Feodary,  quite  separate  from  the  "  Secretum,"  but 
bound  up  with  it.  This  Feodary  is  now  in  type  and  will  shortly 
be  issued  by  the  Somerset  Record  Society. 

The  "  Secretum  "  is  so  lengthy  that  there  is  no  chance  of 
its  being  printed  for  some  time ;  we  have  therefore  deter- 
mined to  present  our  Subscribers  with  the  admirable  index  of 
documents  which  is  to  be  found  at  the  beginning  of  the  volume. 
It  will  probably  be  printed  in  six  instalments.
